notary at the village near the farm. 
Asks the farmer if ho has the a b stra c t of 
the place and gets the loan of it, ex­ 
plaining th a t he wants his lawyer to 
look it over. 
Ile then calls on the no­ 
tary at 
the village and 
asks him 
to 
m ake o u t tho power of attorney say­ 
ing t h a t he wants to send it to some 
friend or relative in the east. 
After get­ 
ting this 
with tho notary’s seal upon 
it 
he either makes or has m ade a d u ­ 
plicate of the seal. 
He then goes to the 
county seat and calls upon some 
real 
estate man or lawyer amt 
tells him 
t h a t he is about to buy this farm and 
asks him to kindly to look over the a b ­ 
stra c t and the county records to see if 
the title is correct. 
This of course is 
found all right. 
He f.hen asks the law­ 
yer or real estate man to draw’ up the j 
deed for the farm, explaining who he is . 
and why he wants this p articu lar farm, 
and in other ways makes himself “a good > 
fellow.'’ 
He then says t h a t as the price I 
of the farm is takinall his ready money, 
and 
there are many im provements he 
would like to make on the place in the 
way of buildings, fences, etc., asks tile 
real estate man or lawyer if he knows of 
any money lender who would like to 
make this kind of a loan. 
T h e real es 
tate man of course sees a little per cent. 
in this kind of a deal f rn himself and ac­ 
cordingly tells him th a t he will secure 
the money for him all right. 
He, Mr. 
Hoover, then takes the deeds which has 
already been drawn up. together with 
abstract, and goes to his hotel. 
There 
lie forges the name of the farmer and 
his wife, then places the n o ta ry ’s seal 
on the deed in the way of an acknowl 
edgetnent, and after a suitable time calls 
again on the real estate m an and shows 
him the deed properly signed and ac­ 
knowledged, 
He again explains t h a t as 
he has paid out all his ready 
money he 
would like to secure the a m o u n t asked 
for on the place as soon as possible, so 
t h a t he can return home and move his 
family on the farm. 
T he 
real estate 
man sends for the party who intends to 
loan th e money. 
This p arty on his ar­ 
rival looks over the deed, takes a note 
for the a m ount asked for, also a 
m o rt­ 
gage on the farm, to secure the pay­ 
m ents of the principal of the note and 
interest thereon, which he records, and 
th en the money is paid over and this 
••foxy gentlem an'’ skips th e town.”
